fuse voters were successful 
in some cases with the 
erroneous claim that taxes 
might increase two or three 
times due to inflation should 
the bond proposal pass.

Commissioner Welser Objects 


To More Pay for Extra Work

County commissioner Don 
Welser voted against 
workers in two county of- 
fices receiving more pay for 
additional work. 

On June 12 Welser voted 
against allowing Crawford 
County Housing Rehabilita- 
tion and Community 
Development Office workers 
to collect administrative 
funds for a rental rehabili- 
tation project involving a 
$56,000 Michigan Dept. of 
Commerce grant, $56,000 in 
matching funds, and $50,000 
in housing rehabilitation 
funds. 

The county board voted 6-1 
to let three county workers 
collect $8,000 in funds set 
aside by the Michigan Dept. 
of Commerce to pay for ad- 
ministering the project. 

“Seems like an awful high 
amount to administer a 
project,” said Welser. ‘‘I 
think that’s way too much 
money.” 

The director will receive 
$3465, the inspector $2310, 
and the secretary $2310 for 
one year only while ad- 
ministering the project. 

Commissioner Larry Mat- 
tis said the extra pay for one 
year is for the extra work the 
project will create for the of- 
fice. He said they’re expect- 
ing a flood of applicants and 
there are no provisions for 
paying overtime for the 
workers, 

Commission Chairwoman 
Jeannette Kitchen said the 
three workers will be work- 
ing a lot more hours than 
their usual 35-hour week on 
this project including over- 
time and Saturdays. 

“This money is set aside 
for administrative fees and 
can’t be spent in any other 
way,”’ she said. 


“We take it or we don’t get 
it,” Commissioner John 
Miller said. ‘‘That’s the way 
all grants work.” 

Miller said the $8000 was a 
low amount when you com- 
pare it with 10 percent 
usually given to grant 
writers plus administrative 
fees of 10 to 15 percent on top 
of that. 

The administrative fees 
include everything from on- 
site inspections to handling 
individual requests and 
paperwork, said Com- 
missioner Mary Harland. 
She said the work of the 
housing rehabilitation and 
community development of- 
fice is visible in our area. 

‘All you have to do is take 
a walk or drive around this 
city and you will see the im- 
provement — I have seen the 
improvement,’’ she said. 

She also said that office 
has helped the county write 
other grants and helped in 
other areas that are not their 
job duties. 

Welser said he didn’t think 
the work load could increase 
that much because projects 
have to range from $1000 to 
$5000 of grant money with 
the landlord matching the 
funds. He said 11 projects 
could eat up all the grant 
money. 

“Why should they get ex- 
tra money when we’re pay- 
ing them to do this kind of 
work anyways?’’ he said, 

Welser also objected to the 
county treasurer office 
receiving extra pay for 
handling the summer taxes 
for Lovells Twp. Lovells 
Twp. does not want to collect 
summer scool taxes this 
year and the school contract- 
ed with the county to have 
the treasurer’s office per- 
form the work. 


Local Man Talked 
Down from Windmill 


A 37-year-old local man was charged with being 
drunk and disorderly Friday night, June 22, after climb- 
ing to the top of the Chief Shoppenagons windmill. Gray- 
ling City Policeman Tom Brooks said the man had 
climbed to the top about 10 p.m, and was spinning the 


windmill propellers and the weather vane. Brooks said 
the man had climbed down halfway and then returned to 
the top three different times when the man’s wife and 
brother requested Grayling City Policeman Harold Hat- 
field be called in because the man was on good terms 
with him. Hatfield was called in from off duty and the 
man came down the windmill to talk to him. 

Brooks said the windmill climber was wearing cow- 
boy boots with smooth soles and could have slipped at 
any time. Grayling City Police would not release the 


man’s name. 


The treasurer will be paid 
up to $1000 and the two clerks 
up to $500 each by a special 
fund paid into by the school 
district. 

Welser said the two 
arrangements are setting a 
dangerous precendence that 
could cause problems in the 
future. He said it may get so 
bad that if a secretary is 
asked to type a letter she 
didn’t have to type the week 
before, she might ask for ex- 
tra pay. 

The county board ap- 
proved the tax collection 
arrangement June 7 by a 6-1 
vote, Kitchen said all of the 
townships pay their trea- 
surers extra for collecting 
summer taxes and 
Roscommon County hired 
one full-time worker to han- 
dle the summer tax collec- 
tions. 

Lovells Twp. has 2120 par- 
cels on their tax rolls and the 
county treasurer’s office will 
be handling the Lovells tax 
roll during regular working 
hours, The county 
treasurer’s office also 
currently handles delinquent 
taxes from 1981, 1982, and 
summer and winter of 1983 
for all six townships and the 
city. All the cost for the mail- 
ing and handling of the 
Lovells tax roll will be paid 
by the special fund paid into 
by the school district. 

The county doesn’t contri- 
bute any money toward the 
extra pay for either office.

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New Commission on Aging Board 
Working on Lease Agreement with

The newly formed Com- 
mission ‘on Aging hoard is 
working on a lease arrange- 
ment to rent space at the 
Grayling Housing Com- 
mission project. 

Mary Harland, working as 
interim project manager for 
the Commission on Aging, 
said they hope to present a 
lease offer to the Grayling 
Housing Commission within 
30 days to rent less space 
there than previously used 
by Commission on Aging 
programs. 

If the Grayling Housing 
Commission approved the 
lease arrangement, it will be 
sent to HUD for approval. 

In an update of other 
Commission on Aging news, 
Harland told the county 
board of commissioners at 
the regular meeting Mon- 
day, June 25, they will be ad- 
vertising for a _ project 
manager and hope to have 


one on board by October 1, 

She said they plan on 
hiring a new cook this week 
and have been providing 
training for the new board 
members and employees. 
The travel program for 
seniors has been cut exten- 
sively for now, but other pro- 
grams such as the Meals on 
Wheels, Vial of Life, blood 
pressure, homemakers, and 
satellite programs in Fred- 
eric, Lovells, and Maple 
Forest continue. 


Hariand said the monthly 
bulletin will again be printed 
and she said there is a good 
positive outlook about pro- 


grams. 
Chairwoman Jeannette 
Kitchen commended 


Harland and Commission on 
Aging board members John 
Miller and Larry Mattis for 
their work, and she asked 
Commissioner Bud Halstead 
to help the Grayling Housing 


Commission and the Com- 
mission on Aging sort out 
files at the project site. 

Harland also reported the 
board is working on em- 
ployee policies and the board 
adopted the state code of 
ethics to work under. The 
board is also considering a 
Sunday meal and a dinner 
program. 

The Commission on Aging 
board also changed the by- 
laws to add four citizens to 
the board. The board hasn’t 
appointed the additional 
members yet. 


In her report, Harland also 
said the Comsmission on 
Aging won’t be able to sur- 
vive without a renewal of the 
half mill. She said the county 
doesn’t have the money to 
fund the commission and the 
commission will now be pay- 
ing for rent, insurance, and 
several other things it never 
had to pay before. 


Grayling Twp. Plans — 
23 Major Road Projects 


The Grayling Township 


Board, following public 
hearings held June 12, has 
approved three road black- 
topping programs to start in 
1984. 


One road improvement 
program will extend over a 
period of 4 years. The road 
projects are the result of 
cooperation between the 
Crawford County Road 
Commission, Grayling 
Township and _ property 
owners along the roads being 
improved as well as owners 
who use those roads for ac- 
cess to their property. 

The programs consist of 
Karen Road, Crawford Rd., 
Spruce Street, Cedar Street 
and Richard Road in Karen 
Woods Subdivision; Beaver 
Island Road in Section 8, 
T26N, R3W, and a projected 
4-year program for approx- 
imately 4.4 miles of Jones 
Lake Road and approxi- 
mately .8 of a mile of Pines 
Road will start in 1984. 

The 4-year project will 
start at the intersection of 
Jones Lake and Wilcox 
Bridge Roads with 1.1 miles 
scheduled for 1984. The 
Jones Lake portion of the 
project will go northeasterly 
to its intersection with the E 
& W % line of Section 13, 
T27N, R3W. The Pines Road 
portion will run from the in- 
tersection of Pines Road and 
Jones Lake Road northerly 
to the N section line of Sec- 
tion 23, T27N, R3W.

Property owners in the 
Jones Lake area petitioned 
the Township Board in the 
Fall of 1982 for road im- 
provements. Since that time 
the Township has worked to 
develop a program afforda- 
ble to ail parties. The Karen 
Woods project came about 
by a petition from property 
owners along Karen Road. 
As a result of that petition 
the Township sent out ques- 
tionnaires to other owners in 
the Karen Woods area and 
was able to expand the 
project to include the other 
streets mentioned. The 


Beaver Island Road project 
was also the result of a 
petition by property owners 
for road improvement. 

The Grayling Township 
Board has a policy for black- 
topping programs whereby 


the Township pays from the 
general fund 25% of the cost. 
Current County Road Com- 
mission policy will pay 50% 
of the cost with the remain- 
ing 25% charged to the 
property owners under 
Special Assessment proce- 
dures. 

Funds are budgeted each 
year by the Township for 
such projects. These funds 
amount to approximately 
40% of the money received 
by the Township from 
property tax. Under the pro- 
gram the Township pays the 
property owners 25% share 
up front then is reimbursed 
over 3 years by special 
assessment. 

Estimated cost to the 
property owner is $1.00 per 
front foot for 1984 projects.

A case in point is the saga of James 
Vinick, a stockbroker in Springfield, Mass., who had 
requested a credit card trom New England Tele- 
phone Co. 

On May 2, Mr. Vinick received in his home mail 
not one but 246 AT&T credit cards, each with his 
name and a different telephone number. Not one of 
the numbers was his. 

Mr. Vinick thought it was a joke until he tele- 
phoned AT&T the next day to decline the 
generosity. ‘The guy said I got good news and bad 
news for you,”’ Mr. Vinick recalled. The good news 
was that AT&T already knew of the card deluge and 
was trying to halt it. ‘“The bad news,” Mr. Vinick 
says, ‘was that a total of 971 cards were on the 
way.” 

Warning Proves True 

Sure enough. Mr. Vinick received the rest of the 
load — 725 more cards — on May 11. An AT&T of- 
ficial picked up all 971 at Mr. Vinick’s office the 
following week. ‘“‘They never did tell me what hap- 
pened to cause this,” Mr. Vinick says. 

The story didn’t end there. In late May, Mr. 
Vinick finally received the one card he had asked for. 
“To add insult to injury,” he says, “they misspelled 
my name.” 

AT&T also finally canceled the 971 credit cards, 
Predictably, says Mr. Vinick, the company also can- 
celed his proper card. 

An AT&T spokesman in Boston says, “There 
obviously was a distribution error.’ And, he adds, 
“we certainly want to satisfy Mr. Vinick even- 
tually.”

Grayling’s newly re- 
modeled hotel, now 
known as the Chief 
Shoppenagons Motor 
Hotel, will open _ its 
doors tonight at 7 p.m. 
for an Open House. The 
owner of the hotel is Roy 
DeWitt of Roscommon 
and the manager is Ar- 
nold J. Mauren of Gray- 
ling. Construction on the 
former Shoppenagons 
Inn was started in 1914 
and was finished in early 
1915. It was opened and 
operated by a company 
formed of local citizens 
who purchased stock to 
build the structure. In 
1928, management 
passed into the hands of 
the late Thomas Cassidy 
who operated the hotel 
until his demise in 1934. 
At that time, Mrs. Isa- 
bell Cassidy, his widow, 
took over the reins and 
she operated Shoppena- 
gons until her death in 
May of last year. Mr. 
DeWitt then purchased 
the building which in- 
cludes the Blue Room 
and the store housing 
Baringer’s Men’s Shop. 
Crews have been busy 
all winter and spring in 
first completely tearing 
out the inside of the 
hotel and then in re- 
building and adding fur- 
ther space to the build- 
ing. The hotel now 
boasts 22 modern 
rooms, each complete 
with ceramic tiled bath 
with tub and shower. 
They are finished with 
new modern furniture 
and are completely car- 
peted. All new bedding 
has been purchased and 
the beds feature new, 
modern health posture 
mattresses. There is an 
all new lobby in a wood 
motif, all new com- 
pletely stainless steel 
kitchen, an all new 
dining room and coffee 
shop. One section of the 
dining room may be 
closed off for business or 
organizational lunch- 
eons or dinners or for 
private parties.

The Legislature has taken final 
action to place on the November 
general election ballot a proposal 
asking Michigan voters whether the 
state’s land acquisition trust fund 
should be given constitutional pro- 
tection, 

The proposal, if approved by the 
voters, would create a Natural 
Resources Trust Fund, which would 
be a successor to the current Kam- 
mer Recreational Land Acquisition 
Trust Fund which was created by 
statute in 1976. 


The resolution, approved by the 
Legislature to place the question 
before the voters, would provide 
constitutional protections of the 
fund created from royalties and 
other money received by the state 
under leases permitting the extrac- 
tion of minerals, coals, oil, gas and 
other non-renewable resources from 
state-owned lands. 


The proposal places a $200 million 
cap on the principal in the fund but 
authorizes the Legislature by a 
three-fourths vote to increase that 
cap as future Legislatures may see 
fit. 


The current fund has been the 
depository for royalties since its in- 
ception, but the fund has been “‘raid- 
ed” by acts of the Legislature to 
meet past and present budgetary 
needs. 

The ballot proposal would remove 
the fund as a source to be used for 


other purposes besides acquisition.

Treasury Reports Property 
Tax Hikes Slowing 


The smallest percentage increase 
and smallest dollar increase in 
property tax revenues since 1940 
and 1950, respectively, occurred in 
1983, according to a recent report by 
the Department of Treasury’s Taxa- 
tion and Economic Policy Office. 

Property tax collections for 1983 
increased only .3 percent, or $15 
million, over those of 1982. 

The report, entitled ‘Property 
Taxes in Michigan: Rates, Revenue 
and Relief,’”’ noted the average 1983 
property tax rate was 52.77 mills, up 
from 52.71 mills in 1982, but under 


the prevailing millage rates from 


1976 to 1981 during which the 
millage rate peaked at 52.89 mills. 

The total 1983 state equalized 
valuation was reported at $100.2 
billion, an increase of 1.9 percent 
over 1983. 

The 1983 SEV of residential 
property increased by 1.8 percent 
over the previous year. 

In the area of property tax credits 
for 1982, the latest year for which 
data is complete, over 1.5 million 
state residents received property 
tax credits. 

The $656.4 million in credits was 

19.2 percent of the total residential 
and agricultural property taxes for 
the year in Michigan. 
- The report further showed the 
fastest growing segment of Michi- 
gan’s property tax relief program is 
the credit approved under the Farm- 
land Preservation Act. 

Total farmland preservation tax 
credits have increased by 50 percent 
or more each year since the begin- 
ning of the program when it was 
enacted in 1974,

Ohio Guard Invades Michiga

Camp Grayling, Michigan 
(20 June 84) — Not since the 
Japanese invaded the Aleu- 
tian Islands in World War II 
has the United States Army 
been involved jn any hostile 
action on any U.S. Territory. 
Members of Company B, 
166th Infantry Battalion, 
located in both Marvsville 
and Delaware, are currently 
stationed at Camp Grayling, 
Michigan preparing for any 
such repeated incident. 

Company B, along with the 
rest of the 73rd Infantry Bri- 
gade, is taking part in a 
simulated Soviet invasion 
from southern Canada. The 
members of this unit are 
very excited about the train- 
ing, which includes nine 
days out in the woods. 

“T like being out in the 
field,’”’ said Sergeant Donald 
Seitz. ‘This is the true infan- 
try, walking up and down 
hills, setting up defensive 
fighting positions, and going 
out on patrols. This is what I 
joined for.”’ 

One of the most important 
tasks that an infantryman 
will ever do, and one that 
may save his life in a real 
combat situation, is digging 
defensive fighting positions. 
Since most of the time an in- 
fantry unit is in one specific 
area for a number of days, 
these fighting positions, or 
foxholes as they are usually 
called, become very 
elaborate with excellent 
camouflage and enough 
overhead cover to take a 
direct hit from an enemy 
mortar. No matter how 
beautiful and elaborate 
these foxholes become, they 
all begin as just a plain or- 
dinary hole in the ground, 

This hole is dug to shoulder 
depth and is 6-10 feet wide. It 
will accommodate two sol- 
diers and all of their gear. 
These fighting positions are 
dug with the small collapsi- 
ble army shovels that every 
soldier carries. Using this 
tool, a two-man team can 
usually get a fairly good 
fighting position dug in un- 
der two hours. ; 

The simple hole is no 
where near complete, how- 
ever, until it has overhead 
cover and camouflage. The 
overhead cover, usually 
made of thick logs covered 
by packed dirt, and the 
camouflage which will con- 
ceal the positions from the 
enemy will take several 
more hours to complete. 

When the fighting position 
is finished it will be indistin- 
guishable from the 
surrounding area. It may be 
their home for a day or for a 
week. It may save their lives 
someday. 

‘Digging a foxhole is hard 
and it really wears you out,’ 
said Specialist 4 Johnathan 
Johnston, ‘‘but looking at the 


finished product makes you - 


feel happy and proud. I don’t 


_care if I have to leave it 


tomorrow, as long as I know 
that it would have protected 
me for one night, be it from 
the enemy or just the 
weather.”

Bravo Company’s troops 
were spread thin across the 
green forest acres of Camp 
Grayling. Most were out on 
training missions, others on 
special projects or in support 
of nearby 16th Engineer Bri- 
gade HQ. The unit command 
post (CP), by the shore of 
Howe’s Lake, was sparsely 
populated, but busy. 

Intelligence reports cau- 
tioned that the unit could ex- 
pect a chemical attack 
around noon — three hours 
away. Meanwhile, the CP 
was being surrounded by ex- 
tra layers of barbed wire and 
the troops were being pro- 
gressively readied for the 
expected assault. 


It was about 9:45 that

morning when a machine 


gun on the north perimeter 


opened fire. The comman- 
der, 1st Lt. David Donaldson 
shouted to his radio switch- 
board operator, ‘‘Get me & 
report fast!’’! 


Suddenly they heard a 
“poof” and a white cloud 
began drifting in from the 
perimeter. ‘‘GAS...GAS!!!” 
The warning was shouted. 
Amid the hustle and confu- 
sion an enemy soldier infil- 
trated and was near the CP 
when he was captured and 
led away. 

Another gas grenade ex- 
ploded and soon the center of 
the compound was a white 
haze. By now, most of the 
available soldiers, donned in 


protective suits and masks, 
were concentrated ‘on the 
north-east edge of the 
perimeter. Within twenty 
minutes, two more prisoners 
had been captured and the 
attack subsided. All of the 
enemy soldiers had been 
either captured or driven 
back. 

‘“‘We had a probe by three 
enemy soldiers with auto- 
matic rifles and gas gre- 
nades,” said SFC Michael 
Foxx, summing up the ac- 
tion. ‘‘There were no casual- 
ties and no loss of equip- 
ment.” 

The unit was not so lucky 
the night before. Foxx said 
they sustained a similar at- 
tack on the north perimeter, 
but it was more intense and

unfortunately, more  suc- 
cessful. The casualties were 
five dead in that battle, in- 
cluding a platoon sergeant 
and a machine gun crew. 

Just a note, during these 
mock-combat exercises, the 
bullets are blanks, the 
enemy soldiers are actually 
friendly troops in enemy 
uniforms and dead soldiers 
all come back to life when 
the exercise is completed. 
The accent may be on 
realism, but never at the 
expense of safety. 

Bravo Company and the 
rest of the 112th Engineer 
Battalion will pull up their 
tent stakes after a few more 
days of training and battles, 
then begin the long convey 
back to northeast Ohio.
